SUDDENLY AT HIS HOME ALBERTA WATERWAYS 


The death occurried at his home 
Monday May lSt'hi, of Mr. George 
Kessler, a widely known and re¬ 
spected resident of the Heath and 
Edgerton district friom lung 
trouble aggravated 'b|yt heart dis¬ 
ease. 

The late Mr. Kessler, Whio was

Canada’s Affairs Discussed at Railway Meeting 


President of great National Institution Tells of Country’s Business Conditions and Discusses General 
Railway Situation — Immigration Shows Signs of Coming Improvement.

A glimpse at a corner of the big room in which Canadian Pacific Shareholders gather to 
hear the annual address of Chairman and President E. W. Beatty on national business 
conditions and the Company’s affairs. 


T he annual shareholders’ meeting 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
is one of the important financial 
events of the year as naturally fol¬ 
lows from the position held by that 
company as a great national institu¬ 
tion the activities of which touch 
every branch of Canadian life. On 
the first Wednesday in every May 
the shareholders gather to hear the 
president tell of the company’s past 
year and to elect directors to carry 
on its great work. At these meet¬ 
ings are always to be found many 
of the country’s leaders in industry, 
commerce and finance representing 
all parts of the Dominion, and the 
president’s report is looked upon as 
an epitome of business conditions 
throughout the whole of Canada. Of 
course, all the shareholders cannot 
attend, they are far too many and 
they are too widely scattered, par¬ 
ticularly in recent' years when the 
holding of Canadian Pacific stock or 
bonds has greatly grown in popu¬ 
larity among the small investors of 
the country. If all v/cre present 
the gathering would be a great mass 
meeting and the country towns, vil¬ 
lages and even the farming districts 
of Canada would be represented to 
a surprising extent 

The meeting was this year held 
on May 6 and the chairman and 
president, Mr. E. W. Beatty, dre'w at¬ 
tention to the company's lessened 
earnings during 1924 which had re¬ 
sulted from a decrease in the move¬ 
ment of manufactured articles and 
a smaller crop movement for the 
year. These conditions, he said, had 
continued during the first three 
months of the present year, hut 
during the month of April the 
decrease in gross earnings were 
appreciably less which gave ground 
for the belief that conditions were 
slowly improving. With a good crop, 
particularly ? in Western Canada, 
there was cause for confidence that 
the results of the year’s operations 


railway conception, but were con¬ 
ceived and designed to compete with 
each other as separate transportation 
units, while each of them, in addi¬ 
tion, was in competition with the 
Canadian Pacific system. 

The consolidation of the National 
System had, he said, brought, in con¬ 
sequence under one administration, 
lines which were originally designed 
to be competitive and in no sense 
part of a unified system. On the 
other hand, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway had been conceived and con¬ 
structed as one system, had been 
extended from time to time always 
as a single system, each part of 
which was planned to support the 
other. There had further been heavy 
expenditure of public monies with a 
view to bringing the national sys¬ 
tem lines to a higher state of effi¬ 
ciency, in particular by the addition 
of much modern equipment and pow¬ 
er. Since little new traffic had 
been developed in Canada in the last 
five years and a very moderate 
amount of new territory opened, the 
expenditures were aimed to take 
from the Canadian Pacific Railway 
as much as improved service and 
large expenditures could accomplish. 

As to the larger question of the 
future relations which the two sys¬ 
tems would bear to one another, Mr. 
Beatty said: "We propose to work 
in the greatest possible harmony 
with the National Railways consist¬ 
ent with the interests of your pro¬ 
perty and of its owners, I am 
convinced that the vast majority of 
Canadians, especially the business 
interests of the country, do not de¬ 
sire to see the company either ab 

sorbed or menaced. I should 

add, too, that no proposals of any 
kind from the company to the Gov¬ 
ernment or from the Government to 
the company have been made save 
those to do with the question of re¬ 
ducing economic waste through the 
elimination so far as nossible of 
duplicate services.” 


would be reasonably satisfactory. 
He pointed out, ho'wever, that nei¬ 
ther rail nor ocean traffic had reach¬ 
ed normal proportions and that until 
they did so the company’s expendi¬ 
tures for capital, maintenance and 
general operation must he curtailed 
so far as may be without impairing 
the high standard at which the pro¬ 
perty has always been maintained. 
Mr. Beatty referred to the govern¬ 
ment proposal to subsidize a line of 
freight steamers on the Atlantic un¬ 
der the proposed Petersen contract 
and pointed out that particularly 
during the past 2 years Atlantic ship¬ 
ping operations have been conducted 
with very unsatisfactory financial 
returns. He said the companies felt 
they had been placed on trial and 
therefore were making the fullest 
disclosures of the traffic conditions 
and of the results of the operation 
of the Canadian Pacific Steamships, 
Ltd. 

Attention was drawn to the need 
of an aggressive immigration policy 
and the unsatisfactory results so far 
this year when 10,792 immigrants 
came to Canada as against 23,880 
during the same period of the pre¬ 
vious year. Mr. Beatty pointed out 
there "was nothing fundamentally un¬ 
sound in Canada’s immigration laws, 
but there was an apparent lack of 
concerted and definite policies in 
Great Britain and on the continent. 
There was encouragement in the 
fact that emigration from the British 
Isles was becoming more active, 
enquiries from the United States 
were becoming more numerous and 
the continental field showed consid¬ 
erable promise. 

In this address Mr. Evalty felt im¬ 
pelled by the prominence which the 
general railway situation has recent¬ 
ly been accorded in parliament and 
through the country generally to 
make some references thereto. He 
noticed and welcomed an awakening 
of public interest quite contrary to 
the disinterested apathy heretofore 


displayed by Canadians towards 
transportation matters. Mr. Beatty 
drew attention to the statement often 
heard that the present railway situa¬ 
tion in the Dominion was due to the 
failure in former years of private 
undertakings, the inference being 
that defects of private ownership and 
administration resulted in the estab¬ 
lishment of public ownership. Mr. 
Beatty pointed out that the principal 
causes of the present unsatisfactory 
conditions ‘Vas undoubtedly the 
formation from time to time of poli¬ 
cies of extensive new construction 
and duplication of existing lines, in 
most, if not all cases by the govern¬ 
ment or with government assistance 
and in anticipation of a much greater 
development than the country has 
enjoyed." 

Failure was almost inevitable, Mr. 
Beatty continued, since the under¬ 
takings were so far in advance of 
the country’s existing or immediate 
future requirements, and it did not 
to him seem material whether the 
over-ambitious projects were launch¬ 
ed by the government of the day or 
were conceived by individuals or 
companies. In each case these un¬ 
dertakings received the financial 
support of the government and the 
approval of the people of Canada, 
without which they could not have 
been completed, hut in neither case 
could their break-down he attributed 
to private ownership. 

In consequence of the existing con¬ 
ditions, there was, said Mr. Beatty, 
a general and deep-rooted desire for 
railway economies, for the elimina¬ 
tion where possible of intensive com¬ 
petition and duplicate services and 
the utilization where feasible of joint 
instead of separate terminal facili¬ 
ties. In this connection the presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way pointed out that the position of 
his company was unique. He stated 
that many of the lines of railway 
now forming the National System 
were not constructed as part of one

SWEET CLOVER AS A SOIL BUILDER 

Fourth Article 


G. Haney, Agri. Exten. Dept., International Harvester Co 


SWEEIT CLOVER ENRICHES THE LAND 

Professor Hopkins reported an investigation of the value of 
sweet clover for green manure in Illintods. The crop Was practically 
mature, having been sawn the year previous. The total dry matter 
in the crop including the roots, to a depth of 20 inches, was 6.4 tons 
per acre, of which 1.2 tons Were roots. 

Thfe sweet clover contains practically 40 pounds of nitrogen 
per tiotn, or in other words, this crop <o|f 6.4 tons of sweet clovfer, when 
ploiwed under land, would furnish as miuch nitrogen and humus form¬ 
ing material as 25 tons of average farm manure. Thlere is no other 
crop that offers such promise for soil building as sweet clover. The, 
crop may b e pastured and practically the same results secured. 

A German investigation of sweet cloVer fo;r green manure time, 
reports tih(e yield of potatoes on land where sweet clover was plowed | 
under, 241 bushels; when 8 ton of manure were plowed under 204 -with 
bushels; and 115 bushels when neither sweet clover nor manure 
were used. 

Why not use sweet clover to) build up the land that is tloi be 
summerfallowed ? There isl mo weed that can make headway among 
sweet clover, and it dduld be plowed under during the summer, be¬ 
fore the seed of anp weeds were ripe. The sweet clover could be 
clipped early to destroy wild oats or other weeds that might be 
startng. It is pro|bhble that sweet clover iof any ether green manure 
crops dhioluld be plowed under before harvest, or not later than the 
middle of August, so that the growth (plowed under wtould have time 
to rot before cold weather. If the land is dry at the time of planting 
a heavy packer should be used, dr a roller, and then harrowed. Rods 
or chains should be used on the plows to insure all the growth being

Sweet 
clover properly seeded will olultgrow and smother most of our worst 
weeds. It pints the land in shape to that crops grow in spite of 
weeds, and there is nothing that holds back land values like weeds. 
Sweet clover Will kill them out and furnish good pasture at the same 
Ask O'Connor Brothers at Grand Forks, N. Da., about this. 
Mr. H. S. Setze, Davidson, South Dakota, reports a test made 
manure and sweet clover. Of 120 acres, eighty had a light 
covering of manure, and forty acres grew a crop of sweet clover, 
all was turned under in the spring of 1923, and the land was planted 
to corn. In 1924 this 120-acre field was seeded to certified National 
oats: the 80 acres that were manured, yielded 3856 !b|uefh i els, or 48 1 -/- 
bushels per acre; the 40 acres that had grown a c,r)o|pi oif sweet clwer 
yielded 2782 bushels, or 70 bushels per acres, and increase of 21 
bushels per acre. 

There seems to be no question as to this crop benefitting the 
land—because the deep roots loosen the soil so that moisture can 
enter, and add fibre or humus as well as nitrogen. Sweet cloVer 
drives the soil full of pikes of manure, two to six feet long. These 
nitrogen fixings bacteriate on the roots, not only work for nothing 
and board themselves, butt but pay for the privilege ojf doing so. 

A BALANCED RATION 

By James Red, Courtenay, N. Dakota 
I have been growing sweet clover for the past twenty-eight 
years, I did not know ihiow good it whs when I first started in. Now 
I find it grows sudhi a large amount of rich feed that I have sown 
more of it fojr the la*it few years, as stock soon take to eating it. 

Lean gst of feed off one acre of sweet clover 

than off four of any othetf pasture 1 can sow. 

It is good for building upi alkali or gumbo land, as the roots 
go down into the hard pan and open it up. It dies out everv second 
pear and fills the g(no|umd with these decayed roots, so. that the land 
soon gets like an old manure pile. 

I have plowed it up along the road vrfh'en grading, and there 
was no sod where it grew. It will seed the land every year if it 
is not eaten down too close, so you will always have a stand, and it 
will get better every yeair. 

If farmers would sow sweet clolver on all their waste land 
that they get no returns from, they would get a lot of good feed or 
hay. It makes good hay when it is fairly thick, and is cut before 
it starts to bloom. , 

I am thinking of seeding al my land to sweet clover as soon as 
1 get enofuglhl seed of my own. I haul out all manure with a spreader 
od my pasture, putting aquart of sweet clover seed on eaJeh load. 
In that way I am getting my odd pasture to give a much larger

GEOLOGIST: IS DEAD

Dr. Donaldson Bogart. Dow¬ 
ling, 67, explorer and gealogist, 
with' an international reputation 
anr responsible for the discovery 
of many coal and oil fields in 
western Canada, died suddenly at 
his Ottawa home, May 26th, from 
heart trouble. 

His death was Very sudden as 
h e had attended to his duties at 
the geological survey department 
the proceeding Saturday. Mon¬ 
day he felt unwell and died sud¬ 
denly Tuesday night. 

Dr. Dowling entered the geo¬ 
logical survey of Canada in 1884. 
He turned his attention to the 
coal and petroleum deposits of 
Western Canada and was an in- 
terional authority on this subject. 

His knowledge and advice was 
responsible for the discovery of 
an artesian water supply in south¬ 
ern Alberta, making irrigation 
possible. As late as 1924 be made 
an examination of the petroleum 
discoveries at Font Norman.

in a pit silo. The steers were weighed and fed carefully. There 
was no guessing. 

A. V. Eastman and Sons, of Gilby, North Dakota, hade affi¬ 
davit that in July 3rd 1920, they ut on sweet clover pasture, four 
thin scrub cows. Julylhth, tlhtese cows weighed 3470 pounds, and 
on August 18th, thirty-two days later, they weighed 3990 pounds. 
A gain of 520 pounds, or 4.2 pounds per day. Further they state 
that from the butcher’s standpoint tihlese cows increased in value 
$35.12 per head in forty-six daps, while on sweet clover. 

THE PASTURE! SUPREME 

As a pasture sweet clover has no| equal in the Northwest. 
One acre will pasture from twto to six times as many stock as the 
common tame or< wild grasses. The ordinary gum or ratin-weed 
wild pasture does not furnish enough feed on six acres to pasture 
one cow. One acre of gotod sweet clover will come as near pasturing 
six cows as six aches Mf gum-whed will one cow. 

There is mol pasture that 'wfe h|ave ever used that equals the 
growth after the grain is off for putting bloom on a hunch of cattle. 
Sheep prefer sweet clover to any other. Stock ojn green pasture 
should have access to dry feed such as hay or straw—they will eat 
up all the straw stacks in the field as the sweet clovler is so succulent 
while very' green in the spring.
